LITTLETON .HAS A 


NEW TRUST BILL 


Proposes Commitsion of Fifteen 
to 


Study RemedieD and Laws. 


Representative Martin W. Wttlcton 


of Now Yorlc baa Introduced a bill for 
tho creating of u commission to study 
> remedy for tho trust evil. It proposes 
t commission to bo known as tho In- 
dustrial and corporate commission, to 
consist of fifteen members—flvo sen- 
ators to lio chosen by the senate, live 
representatives to bo chosen by the 
housi! nnd flvo citizens to he chosen by 
the president of tho United States. 


This commission Is to Inquire Into 


the practices of tUo corporations tbat 
arc engaged lu IntenXnto commerce 
and report ut Iho earliest date prac- 
ticable with tho amendment*, If nuy 
nro advisable, to bo mado to tho Sher- 
man act. This commission, will have 
tho co-operation of tho bureau of cor- 
porations by order ot the president and 
will mako a thorough study of the law 
ou the subject in Germany and other 
countries and will be empowered to 
send for persons and papers and to 
compel tbo attendance of witnesses. 


Tho bill was referred to the.commit- 


tee on Judiciary, ot which Mr. Mttle- 
ton Is u member. Mr. Littleton has no
